PACIFIC COAST NUMISMATIC SOCIETY BILL HYDER gave a talk at the PCNS’ 
January 25, 2012 meeting, as was prepared by JEFF SHEVLIN, titled ‘The PPIE Official Medal’: this 
“official medal is cataloged as being struck in silver, gilt bronze, and bronze . . . They also document 
silver-plated medals that they speculate were produced by Farran Zerbe in order to make an additional 
profit and cast white metal examples that were likely made outside the Exposition by others hoping to 
profit from the Exposition’s souvenir market.” BILL and JEFF have done so much research and study of 
these Official Medals that they “have compiled a color chart to allow identification of the different 
finishes for uncirculated pieces,” since the “ bronze medals struck at the Mint Exhibit at the Exposition 
were finished in one of our patinas: Bright Bronze, Statuary Bronze, Oxidized Bronze, and Antiqued 
Bronze.” The team of LLOYD G. CHAN and MICHAEL S. TURRINI were invited to address the 
august PCNS at its February 22, 2012 meeting, with ‘Our Northern Neighbor: Canada, Coins, Collectors, 
and Camaraderie’: “They focused on the annual conventions of the Royal Canadian Numismatic 
Association (RCNA) and the activities associated with these conventions. They were enthusiastic about 
RCNA members in all aspects of the annual conventions. They also noted the positive relationship 
between the Royal Canadian Mint and the RCNA. Their talk was punctuated with examples of handouts, 
tokens, script, and coins acquired at various RCNA Conventions.” At this same meeting, LLOYD shared 
as his Show ‘n Tell along with RCNA Conventions souvenirs, several ancient coins acquired at those 
Conventions. MICHAEL brought and shared ‘Carmel Dollars’, designed by Joe Mora as 1930’s 
Depression Script, for Carmel, California. At this same meeting, Past President DR. MICHAEL E. 
WEHNER “displayed three 1856 San Francisco Vigilance Committee Badges, two in silver and one in 
tin. His latest badge, #229, can be traced to Leopold Mousange through his great-grandson. Only about 
twenty to twenty-two of these badges are known to survive.” PCNS has written to all California local coin 
clubs announcing its 2012 Papers Contest. Check www.pens.org for information. 


PENINSULA COIN CLUB Reports that two submissions were for its 2012 Club Medal 
issue: Coastal Sea Otters and Los Gatos, California at Turn of the Century. Based on votes at the 
meetings and those mailed in, the Coastal Sea Otters was the winner, credited to ALVIN H.W. LO with 
this winning design. Each year, the Club auctions off a limited mintage off-medal set, with four 
specimens each, of an aluminum, bright copper, antique bronze, and lead: “our thanks to the members, 
including HOWARD WHEELER, for their spirited bidding on our 2011 sets of off-medals . . . the sets 
sold for $75.00 each, the highest bid, and thanks to HOWARD for your support to our Club.” Going back 
to December 12, 2011, PCC ended 2011 with its Annual Christmas Meeting, which “was very well 
attended and a fun evening for all. We had a record response to our Annual Christmas Drawing, selling 
$806.00 in tickets, and there were cookies and sweets to spare for all attending this social meeting. 
Special thanks to XAN CHAMBERLAIN, RICH DOUGLAS, and BILL HURJA for the latter.”

REDWOOD EMPIRE COIN CLUB The RECC monthly newsletter, under the esteemed and 
superior leadership of MERLE V. AVILA, President, and LEE H. GONG, Vice-President, no longer 
publishes full names in it; this makes it difficult for satisfactory and historical reporting and coverage 
about and for one of the most active and avid coin clubs here in our Golden State. Someone did place any 
interesting ‘Trivia Quiz’ in the March newsletter: “I found a very interesting medal at the coin show 
[referring the RECC’s recent February 2012 Show], and could not resist buying it because of some of the 
details. They just do not seem to make medals like this anymore. I have an 1897S Morgan Dollar to give 
to the first person who can identify it at our next meeting. Parts of the medal are shown here.” In the 
newsletter were snapshots views of the obverse and reverse, and to Your Editor, it is a commemorative or 
souvenir piece from the 1933 Chicago, Illinois, ‘CPE’, ‘Century of Progress Exposition’. The RECC held 
its traditional Show Dinner, on Friday, February 17, 2012, at Fu Zhou Chinese Restaurant, in downtown 
Santa Rosa, California, and among the distinguished attendees were DR. WALTER A. OSTR-

A GOOD 5 CENT CIGAR? 


During the 1920's United Cigar Stores was the one 
of the largest chain stores in the United States, with 
almost 3000 outlets. The company declared 
’ bankruptcy during the depression in the 1930's and 
completely disappeared by the 1960’s. During its 
heyday, between 1910 and the mid 1930’s many of the United Cigar Store 
outlets issued their own tokens. Change was often scarce, so stores would 
give out their own tokens which could be redeemed for merchandise at a 
later date. It was also a good way to keep customers coming back. A cigar 
could be purchased for a nickel, so many of the United Cigar Store outlets 
issued a tokens “Good for 5 Cents in Trade”. This 21mm brass "Good for 5 
Cents in Trade" token was issued by the United Cigar Store in Delano, 
California. Delano was founded as a railroad town in 1869. It grew into an 
agriculture center, specializing in table grapes. I have seen this token offered 
anywhere from $6 to $60.

WHY BE INTERESTED IN TOKENS 
By Bill Febuary, Past FNS President 


Not long ago, I did an appraisal for an older gentleman who was no longer interested in collecting coins and his family 
wanted to see what his coins were worth. 


He lived in Minnesota and was 96 years old, still actively involved in many things at the retirement center where he was a 
resident. He agreed to have his children bring his coins back to California to have me appraise them. 


Once they returned from Minnesota with the coins, they contacted me and we arranged to meet to see what was in the older 
gentleman’s collection. He had the usual coins that most collections contain, sets of Lincoln Cents, Buffalo Nickels, 
Mercury Dimes, and a few silver dollars. But more than anything else, he collected TOKENS. He must have been an avid 
collector token collector because there were tokens from not only his area, but some of the surrounding states as well. 


As a result of this appraisal, 1 found myself very interested in collecting tokens. There were so many in his collection that it 
was impossible to describe them all in a few short paragraphs. 


Many of the tokens that struck my eye with great interest were from my home state of South Dakota. These were collected 
back when South and North Dakota were celebrating their centennial in 1961 and the tokens refer to the two states as 
Dakota Territory. There were several tokens in the collection with different designs on them, one of which shows a covered 
wagon with a settler leading the wagon drawn by horses, with his family sitting in the wagon. Another one had an Indian’s 
face with a covered wagon in the background. A third one showed the state capital of North Dakota as it appeared in 1883 
and 1884. The reverse of the tokens indicated a value of $.50 in trade that could be redeemed at various locations in the 
states of South and North Dakota. They were all made of brass and were very attractively struck. This collection also 
contained many tokens from various states such as Missouri, Oklahoma, Texas and Iowa. 


There were also tokens from some of the Western attractions in South Dakota, including one good luck token from 
Rockerville. There were also several play money tokens in the collection which was of special interest to me as | also 
collect play money, including play money made of paper and metal. I wondered what was going through his mind as he 
acquired these various artifacts of history, not only the coins he collected, but the tokens that represented so much history. 


I was able to purchase the entire collection, which is now housed in a large three ring binder, with the tokens in 2 X 2 
cardboard holders and inserted in plastic pages so that they can be viewed from both sides. The tokens are now labeled with 
some brief information-about each one. 


So here again, is another opportunity to collect something worthwhile that does not cost a fortune, not only for its intrinsic 
value, but for its historical value as well. Tokens are not only made of metal, some are made of wood or plastic, of which 
many of the tokens in this collection were found to be made of and saved. 


There are so many different tokens and medals in this collection, that it will take me several articles to describe them all, but 
please consider, with just this one article that many variations of numismatics exist and they are available for collectors just 


like you and I. 


Do not hesitate to look around if you are not satisfied with what you are presently collecting, as there are other things just 
waiting for you to discover, most of which are not that expensive and bring a lot of enjoyment for a very little price. 
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MY TWO FAVORITE COINS

Many years ago when I first became interested in coin collecting with the 
discovery of a jar of coins that my grandmother had given me, I also found 
two other coins that were my father’s coins. They were an 1875-CC 
Twenty-Cent Piece with a die crack near the bottom of the coin and an 
1819-P Bust Half Dollar. Both of the coins were slightly worn and IJ had put 
them put them away several years ago into the hard capital holders. 


] had not realized the increase in the value of either of the coins until just 
recently when I found them again and discovered that both coins had risen 
in price. Both coins are in VF condition. I had watched the price of the 
Twenty-Cent piece remain about the same for several years in the past, but 
now I see it has dramatically jumped to over $325.00 in the recent Trends 
Price listing. The 1819-P Bust Half Dollar has also risen in price to about 
what the Twenty-Cent piece had been for many years, which is now 
$125.00. 


These two coin will probably always stay in my coin collection since they 
once were once owned by my father, who passed away in 1965. This was 
several years before I became interested in numismatics or even knew what 
the term meant. It was not until 1969 that I became interested in coin 
collecting. 


The small die break near the bottom of the Twenty-Cent piece is very 
interesting and I would like to research how this die break came about for 
this particular year of coin. If anyone that is into die breaks knows anything 
about the background of this particular dated coin I would appreciate them 
contacting me. 


As I write this article, 1 am wondering just how many of us have similar 
stories to tell about their own coins. You see, we find that the field of 
numismatics is so full of history and things to write about and research and 
most of us never tire of collecting coins. 


Etongated coins (so-called because of their shape after they are rolled) are part of what's 


known as “exonumia™” — that is, they fall outside the usual numismatic interests. But rest 
assured, if you have a few, a few hundred, or a few thousand of them, you are not alone. 


The first US elongateds were rolled in 
1893 at the Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago, Illinois. Over the next few 
decades, entrepreneurs appeared with

Ih the 1950s, after assurances from the US Treasury that elongating 

US coins is indeed quite legal, many more individuals created their own 

dies and rolling machines, establishing themselves over the next 30 or 

™ | so years as particularly devoted elongated fans and building astonishing 
}| catalogs of elongateds, not to mention a nationwide network of friends. 


Then in the late 1980s, a firther expansion of 
the hobby occurred when customer operated | 
electric and manual rolling machines began 
appearingat amusement parks, museums, zoos, and other 
attractions, providing seemingly endless opportunities for Happy 
Collecting! All of which brings us to today when some rare 
elongateds command high prices, but most still remain one of 
the least expensive and most unique collectibles available. 
Beloved by young and old alike, found at thousands of locations worldwide, elongateds are 


truly a joy.
